While the prospect of an early settie- 
ment is reasonably: bright, there is very 
little likelihood that it alone will bring a 
lasting peace to the coal industry. Sooner 
or later the real issue must be faced, and 
it.is to. be hoped thet if, and when, the 
miners go back to work, the problem will be 
tackled in earnest.

An African: Tragedy. 


The conflict between Cesar and God— 
between the State's claims and the imn- 
dividual conscience—has been revived in 
South Africa. It took a very curious form 
and had a tragic.ending. Some months 
ago a large body of native fanatics, or 
“Israelites,” camped upon a plet of 
Government land near Queenstown, in 
Their leader called himself 
the Prophet Enoch and they took their 
orders from Jehovah—through the 
prophets mouth. Nobody would have 
interfered with them if ther had been 
willmmg ‘to recognise the Government's 
authority in. mundane affairs; but they 
rejected all the ordinary duties of citizen-

Appeals and remonsf*ances were made to 
them in vain, and the Government came 
Last week it 
concentrated a strong force of police, with 
quick-firing guns, upon the Israelite en- 
campment, and the commander, Colonel 
Truter, delivered an ultimatum.--He had 
strict instructions to avoid violence or 
bloodshed save in the last resort. The 
prophet replied, however, that he could 
not vield without orders from Jehovah. 
On Tuesday morning Colonel Truter made 
a, final demand for surrender: but it was 
rejected with the words, “ Our instructions 
are to fight.” The police then advanced, 
and when they were within filty yards of 
the camp the Israelites, clad in white and 
armed with assegais, charged straight upon 
them. The order was given to open fire 
and the machine-guns came into action. 
A few fanatics got to close quarters with 
the police, of whom three were wounded ; 
but the first rush ended the battle. Some 
seventy Israelites were killed and as many 
wounded. The camp surrendered and was 
disarmed ;. the Prophet Enoch and his 
brother were captured. During the fight 
native women and children prayed and 
sang in the “temple."’ The incident. with 
ifs strange mixture of folly and tragedy, 
has distressed South Afriéan opinion. It 
is thought in some quarters that the heavy 
loss of life could have been avoided and 
that the Governmefit has dealt too hardly 
with people who, after all, were more 
lunatic than criminal. On Wednesday 
General Smuts, answered these criticisms 
in the Hotise of Assembly.

‘dressed in a red coat or gown, with fur eollar 
and The picture was done by Horace 
Hone and presented to the Gallery by Nathaniel 
Hone, R.H.A. Mr. Gandon was born on the 
29th February, 1743, in London, and was, there- 
fore, (firty-elght years of age when he came to 
Dublin in 1781 to watch over the erection of the 
new Custom House from the designs he had 
already prepared. He came of a Huguenot 
family, ahd wae a pupil of Sir Wiliam 
Chambers, who waa the architect af Somerset 
House but he had been for some years in 
business for himeelf. 

So far as is khown Gandon'’s gniy pre- 
vious connection with Dublin was that he had 
sent in & design in competition for the Royal 
Exchange (the present City Halil), but it was not 
accepted. When Mr. Beresford asked him to 
undertake the work for the pew Custom House. 
Gandon was aware that the undertaking was 
not a popular one, and that he might expect 
difficulties of various kinds to be put in his 
way. However, he came, and with much per- 
severance and patience laboured during the 
decade that ensued before his noble and beauti- 
ful structure was completed. He woukl appear 
to have come in the first instance alone, and 
had to return to London soon after owing to 
the illness and subsequent death Of hie wife.

COUNTY SURVEYOR'S REPORT. 


A number of important bridges have been 
destroyed in. the County Waterford. At the 
meeting of the Waterford County Council Mr. 
Bowen, the Couhty Surveyor, made the follow- 
ing rerort:—Youghal Bridge is still closed to 
road traffic. Numerous bridges throughout the 
county bave been cither totally or partially 
destroyed, and many deep trenches have been 
made in roads. Many roads have thus been 
rendered impassable and dangerous, Steps are 
taken to erect warning notices or fences of 
bushes in all cases to protect the public from 
accident. Very often these are removed by 
unknown persons, and we cannot afterwards be 
teaponsible for the safety of the public. In 
many cases, too, damages ere not to 
me for several days after their occurrence. In 
all cases the public must be cautious when on 
the roads, for the Council 
responsible for accidente arising from causés 
entirely beyond their control, A 
most important of the bridges dest 
the Finisk, Dr. Hally’s, Coolroe, 
Ballypbilip, Goish, Killyre, 
Daifigan, and Shanbaliy.
